Commiſſion heretofoze granted unto him,and thereby incur the danger of the Law as Pyrats, 

The Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty doth by this His Royal P2oclamation, (by and with the 

Advice of His P2ivy Council) Publiſh and Declare, That the ſaid George Carew hath now no 

Authoꝛity oꝛ Commiſſion by vertue of any ſuch Letters of Mart oꝛ Kepzizal, to Equip o2 Set 

out any Ship oꝛ Ueſlſel whatſoever, and doth hereby ſtraitly Charge and Command, that no 

perſon oꝛ perſons Whatſoever do hereafter pzeſume to be aiding and aſſiſting to him the ſaid 

George Carew, in Setting fozth any ſuch Ship, noꝛ Serve under him by colour of any ſuch 

pꝛetended Authoꝛity, upon pain of being pꝛoceeded againſt as Pyrats, accoꝛding to the utmoſt 

ſeverity and rigour of the Law.
